' XETCV TOR.K. Oct. «..There were many
shade so* srntiment reflected in the stock
market to-day, but they all gave way to
acute depression in the late dealing*, and
to-day's trading" shows substantial losses
throughout the list.
Very large pool liquidation was accom¬

plished during the dav under cover oí the
earlier strength and In the heavy selling
on the break. The character of the
manipulation and the special stocks which
were most aff»acted by that and by the
liquidation pointed to the individuality ot
the best known operator in the street,
wlio has espoused the long side since a
ret uni from Europe, and who has been
«upposed to be intrusted with the market
in this of the largest financial powers.
Including the United States St-»el stocks.
Southern Pacific was very conspicuous
in the dealings. A recent d »ci s ion.pub¬
licly announced, to issue $25.O00.».w ot
bonds with a view to provide funds for
betterments and allow the inauguration
of dividends out oí earnings, was the
occasion of 'largo spéculative commit¬
ments in the stock. The directors hove
caused the announcement to be quietly
made this work that the tim«-» is not now
considered propitious for the Southern
l^acllie bond issue. This is believed to
be not in accord with the vitw of the
large speculative holder of the slock who
liquidated his holdings to-day. Pennsyl¬
vania was also heavily sold, presumably
b ythe same large operator. The eariy
advance in prices offered exc<2Ue;it op¬
portunity for this liquidation. The up-
waid rush of prices at the openingWas
«upposed to point to the completion ot
the liquidation which the local money
Kltuation makes necessary, and there was
considerable demand from shorts and
from bargain hunters who have been
watching for bottom prices.
Much was made of the orders by the

Governor of Pennsylvania to place the
Entire militia of the State In the field. -A
Ftrong influence was exerted Sy the an¬
nouncement from "Washington that the
Secretary of the Treasury would buy
Government bonds if any were offered at
patisl'actory prices. This was not consid¬
ered a. very promising prospect on further
consideration, and it is believed that pre¬
parations being made to offer a block
of bonds to the Treasury axe désignée
to test the official idea of prices rather
than with the hope of effecting an ad¬
vantageous sale. When the market open¬
ed lenders of funds were demanding 12
per cent, for call loans, and the market
promptly took a downward course. It
was not until after mid-day, however,
that the selling pressure pained great
force,. The drop from the top to the bot¬
tom level covered a wide range, but the
day*« net declines are much diminished
by reason of the early advances and the
Rnal rally, which made the closing steady.

THE ULY WHITES

Disapproves Exclusion of Negro
by Southern Republicans.

STATEMENT TO THAT EFFECT

Delegation of Negroes Called on Präs¬
ident Roosevelt and Got a Declara¬

tion from Him Defining His
Position. Were Pleased.

(By Associated Press.)
"WASHINGTON, Oct 7..Bishop Alex¬

ander Walters, of Now Jersey; Bishop
G. W. Clinton, of North Carolina; and
Rev L, L. Carruthers, of New York,
representing the Executive Committee of
the Afro-American Council, called upon
President Roosevelt to ascertain his at¬
titude toward the movement among
certain Republicans of the South to ex¬
clude the negroes from participation in
the counsels of the party. They were
especially solicitous of ascertaining
whether the President endorsed the ac¬
tion of Republicans in North Carolina
and Alabama» with this end in view.
They were presented to the President

Ky General James S. Clarkson, surveyor
of the port of New York. Postmaster-
General Payne arrived at the White
House while the conference was in pro¬
gress and was present part of the time.
After the interview the colored men ex¬
pressed themselves as highly gratified
with what the President had said to
them.

¦WiBRtE ALL PLEiASED.
They announce that the-President had

stated to them that his actions in all
matters affecting the race was his answer
as to his attitude toward the colored
man; that in appointments the character,
intelligence and the esteem in which tho
applicant was hold in t'ae community in
which ho lived would be the first con¬
siderations and that no man would be ex¬
cluded or appointed because of his color.
That he ¦heartily disapproved of the ef¬

forts of certain Republicans In the South
to exclude the negroes from participa¬
tion in politics was known, so they re¬
ported the President as having stated to
those in authority in the movement.
Moreover it also was stated that the

President had cited his action in remov¬
ing District-Attorney\ Vaughn, of Ala-
bama, who was the head of white Re¬
publican movement in that Stato as evi¬
dence of his attitude. It Is intimated
that this attitude would be still further
emphasized in tho appointment of his
successor. When Bishop Walters and his
associates departed they expressed them¬
selves as completely satisfied with the
President's attitude, and it Is understood
will issue a statement defining their po¬
sition as, well as the President's attitude.
When they came to the White House
they stated they were prepared in case
of an unfavorable reply, to Issue an ad¬
visory statement to the colored people
of tho South In favor of political re¬

taliation upon the Congressional nomi¬
nees.

RICHARD 5. PAULETT
Death of Farmville's Most Prominent

Business Man.
FÂRMVILLE, VA., October 7..Mr.

Richard S. Paulett one of the most
promient and best known citizens in
Farmville, died at his home, on High
Street, this afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, af¬
ter a short but painful illness.
The death of Mr. Paulett. although

expected by his family and friends came

as a great 3hock, and ni his death Farm¬
ville loses one of its most valu»2d citi¬
zens.
On the 12th of June. 1S20, about six

miles southwest of Farmville, Mr. R. S.
Paulett was born. While a mere child
"his father moved to Appomattox county,
and it'was there he was reared. In
1S40, ho was married to Miss Harriett
Clark, with whom he happily lived until
her death on tho 17th of May, 1SS4. Of
the children born to him of this mar¬

riage now living are Mrs. J. E. Trible,
of Baltimore; Captain S. W. Paulett,
Mrs. Judge J. M. Crute, Mr. R. B*.
Paulett, and Mrs. C. F. Bugg. all of
Farmville. In December, 1S84, he was

married to Miss Sallie T. Monds, of
Prince Edward county, who now lives.
In the year of 1S42 he moved to Farm¬
ville, and at once began to come to the
front as a business man. Among those
with whom he was engaged in business
as partners were" J. B. Hilllard, Robert
Hill, and H. E. Warren, all of who have
he came in contact.
As a detaler In tobeco and a commis¬

sion merchant all of these years he won

not only the confidence of those with
whom he traded, but of all with whom
In contact.
Since the death of.the lamented H. E.

Warren, in 1878, he has been the presi¬
dent of the Planters' Bank of this city.
For many years he has been the active,
devoted and aggressive president of the
Board of Stewards of the Methodist
Episcopal Church here. He was" a regu¬
lar attendant on the annual conference
of his church for many years, and as
a member of the Joint Board of Finance.
He was always to be found In his place.
He has also represented his church In Its
general conferences.
He was preeminently a buslnss man,

knowing all of the details of his large
business, but in nothing did he manifest
mora general attention than In his work
as .a Christian. The death of Mr.
Paulett is due to organic troubles, being
a sufferer for many years.
During Dr. Hunter McGuire"s life he

underwent two severo surgical operations.
Notwithstanding thes difficulties, he hap
boen active in business up to the time
of his confinement of about four weeks
ago.
About the 1st of September he took

his wife and daughters, Mrs. Crute and
Mrs. Bragg, on a trip to Atlantic City,
and on his return was taken sick. Mr.
Paulett was a valuable member of the
Farmville Tobacco Board, and will be
greatly missed on the breaks.
The funeral arrangement« have not

not as yet been determined upon.

The an¬
nouncement of Mr. McLaughlin's demise,
while it had been expected for many days,
was everywhere heard with profound sor
row and regret, and the many expres¬
sions as to his character ana his life's
work constituted an eloquent trtBute to
his memory.
Rev. James Tremble McLaughlin was

born in ROckbridgo county on the 28th
of JuIy,lS13. so that ho was at the timo
of his death eighty-nine years and two
months of age. By> nearly a score of
years he had overstepped man's allotted'
span, and the vigor and vitality that
marked his declining days told of a life
devoted to good deeds, a temperate dis¬
position and on honest, honorable dis¬
charge of duties. When Mr. McLaughlin
was born this country was practically in
its infancy, and trie thunder of the war
of 1S12 was heard in the land; but when
he came to close his eyes on the world
he saw a wonderful change In the aspect
of affairs. The struggling republic had
grown to be a world power.steam, tele¬
graph and telephone and numerous other
inventions had come Into existence, and
had grown to be established institutions,
in all the marvelous changes wrought by
the passing years. Mr. McLaughlin ever
retained his simple faith In that which he
considered right and his deep love for the
religion which he sought to bring Into
the hearts of those with whom he came

in contact. Educated at Lexington and
at Richmond College, Mr. McLaughlin
soon afterwards entered upon his active
work as a minister, and for many years
thereafter labored in the counties of
Campbell. Pittsylvanla, Charlotte and Hal¬
ifax. For about forty years he resided
in Halifax, near the courthouse, and dur¬

ing his long residence there won the af¬
fectionate esteem and high regard of all
who learned to know him. His simple
trust in God. his uprightness of conduct
and his devotion to relatives and friends
won for him the honor of the community
and the confidence and good will of his
fellow men. irrespective of creed.
About twenty years ago Mr. McLaugh¬

lin moved to Lynchburg, and owing to
the advancing debility of old age he soon
afterwards retired from active work In
the ministry; but. loving the cause of
Christ as he did. he could not refrain
from continuing to labor in the vineyard,
and from time to time he filled vacant
pulpits and preached to God's people
whenever an opportunity presented Itself.
He was a man of unaffected piety, sincere
devotion to duty and uniformly affable
in manner, and as a preacher he was
earnest and convincing.
Mr. McLaughlin married Miss Ann Ball

Miller, daughter of the late Samuel T.
Miller, who died seven* years ago. He
'eaves three daughters.Mrs. Mary S.
Clark, of South Boston; Misses Fanny
and Nina McLaughlin, of Lynchburg.and
two sons.Messrs. James T. McLaughlin.
